London, Oct. 11.—The American gen¬ 
erals now visiting England are undergo¬ 
ing somewhat similar experiences of 
English hospitality to that of the colonial 
premiers dnriug coronation time. (From 
uow to October 18th, when they will sail 
for home. Generals Corbin and Young 
will hove a continual round of entertain¬ 
ment, starting with the King, whose 
ration in luviting them to Inncheon at 
Buckingham Palace next Monday, has 
caused mneh favorable comment. T>ey 
received invitations from numerous so¬ 
cieties and hullvidnnl*. 

Both General Corbin and General 
Young expressed to the representative of 
Uie Associated Pres* their Veen annre- 
ciation of many attention* shown them. 
Bari Roberts has been untiring In afford¬ 
ing them attention*, arid the American 
generals are looking forward to their 
visit with him to Woolwich and to Gen¬ 
eral French at Aldershot next week with 
great pleasure.

. Boston, Mass., Oct. 11.—8ir Frederick 
Bordim, Canadian miniater of militia, 
who la a visitor In this city, in an inter¬ 
view to-day, mad© kuown the fact that 
the Canadian and British governments 
had decided to jointly establish a fast 
Atlantic steamship sendee between 
Halifax, N. S., and Liveriiool ports, with 
an annual subsidy of $1,125,000 for ten 
year*. 

Sir Frederick also raid that Canada 
was uot seeking reciprocity with the 
United States, because she was rapidly 
developing a largo foreign trad© lu other 
direction.:. 

Tb© statement of th© minister in re¬ 
gard to tha proposed Canadian trans¬ 
atlantic steamship service showed that 
real progress had been mad© In London 
in tho settlement of this question. 

It ia practically decided, Sir Fed crick 
said, to establish without delay a ser¬ 
vice beginning with 2D knot vessels, to 
be granted a subsidy of $750,000 a year 
from thd Canadian government and 
$875,000 additional from the British gov¬ 
ernment. He could not say yet whe¬ 
ther tbe Canadian Pacific railway, or 
syndicate of steamship companies com¬ 
prising the Allans, Elder Dempster uud 
other lines would get tb© contract 

Tbe steamers will make their terminns, 
in winter at least at Halifax. The 
torminta* in the United Kingdom will 
probaldy be Liverpool. 

The Initial twenty knot service, while 
not as fast as the swiftest ships on the 
Mne* running from New York, will be th© 
best for Canada under present circum¬ 
stances, he said. This speed, he continu¬ 
ed.

A new 
fleet of ships will be built and there will 
he frequent sailings.

MR. BLAIR'S POSITION. 


Hon. A. O. Blair made a speech on 
the trnnnj>ortaUon question before the 
Vancouver Liberal Association. The 
News-Advertigpr printed hla remarks in

What waa expected of the Min¬ 
ister of Railways it is difficult to under¬ 
stand, aa it could scarcely be supposed 
that he was is a position to make a de¬ 
finite promise of subsidies for the half 
doxen schemes that the Victoria Board 
of Trade ;nDenoted should be aaslated by 
the government.’.! This is followed by • 
good-natured fling at the prodigality of 
Mr. Tartc's utterances which Liberals 
can afford to regard with equanimity, 
recognising as they do that th# Gallic 
disposition is prone to break away oc¬ 
casions lly from the traditions of Minis¬ 
terial responsibility which exercise such 
a strong curb upon the tongues of Anglo- 
Saxons. The French Minister of War 
“made a break" a week or two since 
which fifty years ago might have set 
Europe in a a me. His remarks were 
forgotten in a f%f hours.

that is Canada we are enjoying greater 
prosperity than aft any previous period 
of our history. For instance, our total 
trad, in 1808 amounted to 8130,000000;

tially modified our tariff, to 8153.000.- 
000, and In 1901 to 8386,000,000, Sr, 
adopting a per capita basis, the trade of 
Canada in 1809 amounted to 838.33 per 
head.

Public Opinion the Moving Power. 

If federation should come, as I have 
no doubt it will, with “th© process ol 
the suns,” it can only come when pnblic 
opinion in Great Britain and the col¬ 
onies points to it as a remedy for some 
grievance, or as a step towards a larger 
consolidation of political power and 
lateresta than the present condition of 
fife Empire calls for. (Cheers.) The 
kiyf difficulty in effecting such a feder- 
olJPn will be to preserve the autouomy 
•* the self-governing colonies and so 
coordinate the powers of thia 
federation with the powers now possess¬ 
ed by the colonies as to permit us still 
bo enjoy the priceless privileges of self- 
government within our own sphere. , 
Any federation that sensibly diminished 
theso privileges might involve the Em¬ 
pire in internal quarrels and misunder¬ 
standings that, instead of promoting 
unity and good-feeling, would have the 
opposite effect.

ticism was indulged in by delegates nt 
the Wellington Trades and Labor Coun¬ 
cil, in fnnrequcnftc of the president of 
the court having given an interpretation 
of a previous award in connection with 
llie Wellington painters. I learn that 
cablegram* were immediately sent to 
Australia and London, stating that, “nt 
a conirres* of trade unionists of Welling¬ 
ton. delegate* declared themselves so ut¬ 
terly dissatisfied with the workings 
of the Conciliation and Arbitration Act, 
that they would rather revert back to 
the old conditions of adjusting labor dif¬ 
ficulties by strike,” etc. 

This matter ia not nearly so serious 
ns it seems. The delegates that ex¬ 
press^! dissatisfaction were members of 
the Pninters and Decorators* Union, and 
were working under an award of the 
conrt which provided that overtime be 
paid for between 6 p. m. and 8 p. m. nt 
the rate of |Jme and a quarter; between 
8 p. m. and 12 (midnight), time and n 
half; between midnight, and the ordinary 
time of starting in th« morning, double 
time. For painters to work all night is a 
very rare thing. The ordinary time of 
commencing work In the morning is 8 
o’clock; It occasionally happens that men 
may be wanted to commence at 6 o’clock 
in the morning, or two hours before the 
ordinarv time of starting. In accord¬ 
ance with the terms of the award, 
double time should be paid for work

sometimes get work in this wsy. too. but 
each of the cities has a small number 
nimble to obtain employment and for,, 
whom no state machinery provides, un¬ 
less Indeed, the Salvation Army homes 
and hotels aro to be considered n« senii- 
stste Institution*.

FLOWERS FOR THE TABLE. 


Table decoration has of late grown In¬ 
to a veritable art. and a costly one at 
that; still, in reality, success in this line 
is far more a question of taste than of 
cost, though natnrally the latter has a 
considerable influence on the result. The 
more one kind cf blossoms is adhered 
to and the more natnrally the flowers 
are arranged, the better they will look. 
It ia wearisome always to refer decora¬ 
tive questioua to the Japanese, but there 
is no doubt they are past masters in 
the matter, and it is carious to notice 
how all, even the most beautiful, of their 
schemes make for economy.

point is to have your floral display In 
harmony with the receptacles. The next 
is not to mix too many species, and above 
ail to be careful ns to the greenery ad¬ 
mitted into the blossoms* society. It is 
difficult to find a prettier decoration 
than lilac, white lilac especially; but to 
hare It in perfection high rases must be 
used, the flowers must not be massed, 
and the foliage must be carefully regu¬ 
lated to avoid the extremes of heaviness 
or of bareness. Tulips, again, and irises 
never look so well as in bowls, arranged 
loosely and a trifle stiffly, a la Japonnise, 
bearing in mind heedfully their uatural 
method of growth. 

It may be as well to observe here that 
a small amount of trouble will go far in 
lessening the cost of flowers. When you 
bring them in, untie them at once and 
place them loosely in a large bowl of wa¬ 
ter, the temperature of which should be 
exactly that of the surrounding atmo¬ 
sphere; then after an hour or two lift 
them ont and spray them very lightly 
with a little fresh water and arrange 
them in the desired vases, to the water 
of which a small block of charcoal should 
always be added If practical. The next 
day a tiny morsel may be cut off the end 
of each stem, the flowers rearranged in 
fresh water, delicately sprayed, and thus 
treated they will last in good condition 
for a long time. 

Roses, again, may with advantage be 
treated like the tulips and suit any re- 
ceptables from plain grass to the costliest 
Bevres, but always look their best in 
bowls, especially if secured in position 
with the flexible Japanese leads. Roses 
need the spraying above recommended, 
and in hot weather benefit greatly if 
it is twice repeated in the course of tho 
day. Roses in bowls with a few heads 
of lilies of the valley, with their delicate 
green spathes, make an ideal table deco¬ 
ration. If you have the fancy to !ry 
yottr flowers simply on the tablecloth tie 
a little damp moss carefully tonnd each 
stalk, covering this with a sheet of tin 
foil, and hiding this again with a ribbon 
tie. This saves the poor flowers from the 
thirsty, dying look so common with 
flowers thus arranged and so distressing 
to lowers of such things.—Exchange.

er by sail or by steam, the impelling ap¬ 
paratus being placed In the hold aud 
caused to operate through apartments In 
tha bottom of the vessel.’’ That was a 
screw propeller practically applied twen¬ 
ty years before anythiag of the kind 
found a place iu our nary; but the de¬ 
signer was not at that time a favorite 
with the admiralty, and had become quite 
accustomed to scant considerstloa at it* 
hands. Another patent, taken out by 
him in 1830, was for “au apparatus to 
facilitate mining." This meant s method 
of using compressed air, which after¬ 
wards made the Thames tunnel possible, 
as the engineers of that undertaking ad¬ 
mitted. AU these things go to prove 
that a mind quick to conceive, after the 
manner of great inveutora, and energy 
to execute go well togther in the making 
of a leader of men. _ j*erhap* it was the 
resourcefulueag of an over-active brain, 
even more than consummate seamanship, 
that so often brought him safe through 
apparently 

-Overwhelming Odds, 
out of dangers into which his dauntless 
courage look him. 

No more daring sailor than Thomas, 
tenth Earl of Dundonald, ever trod the 
quarter deck of a British ship. Yet, iu 
his grandson’s house, relics of the great 
admiral’s achievements at sea are lees 
conspicuous than records of his intellec¬ 
tual labors. At any rate. It la of these 
that the present Earl talks with liveliest 
appreciation, perhaps because mere valor 
and prompt action where danger threat¬ 
ens are matters of course to all men of 
a race that sprang, so the chronicles say, 
from a Scandinavian sea-rover. To the 
reception rooms and galleries are rele¬ 
gated all pictures of sea fights and ances¬ 
tral portraits save two that hang on the 
walla of I>ord Dundonald’* library. One 
is a painting of Lord Cochrane, present¬ 
ed to him by the electors of Westminster 
as a proof of their unabated confidence 
in him after the unjust sentence that 
ruined hit career in the British navy; 
the other, a photograph of hla* in the lari 
year of his life, when be had gathered I 


saulta of a host led by some of Napo¬ 
leon’* bravest troops. 

Though Lord Dundonald does not sur¬ 
round himself with battle trophies or 
rectorial presentments of his own ex¬ 
ploits, he delights to honor those under 
whose command he has served and tha 
comrades who hare shared dangers and 
Hardship* with him. A proof engraving 
of Mr. Frank Holt's portrait of gallant 
Sir Herbert Steqrart, who fell while

seventeen years ago, and died with the 
sad words, “Too late!” on bitt lips; black 
and white drawings by Mr. Melton Prior 
of Life Guards standing firm against 
tha Arab rash at Aba Kies; a bivouac 
under the clear stars of a moonless 
night; a column winding across hot 
stretches of sand under fierce mid-day 
sunlight—all of the<« sketches bring back 
to Lord Dundonald memorioa of tha 
moat romantic episode In his career. 
There Is ona act of peculiar interest— 
realistic representations of the camel 
aa our soldiers knew him—by an artist 
who served as a trooper in that cam¬ 
paign. He found his first patron in Lord 
Dundonald, or Lord Cochrane, as he was 
then, who not only bonght sketches, but 
gave encouragement- by predicting that 
If the artist worked hard he would get 
a picture in the Academy aome day. ; 
That prophecy has been fulfilled this 
year, but Lord Dnndonald does not 
plume himself on his foresight half so 
much as he admires the determination of 
the mau\ who could I labor so long for 
an object on which he bad set his heart 

When once Lord Dundonald begins to 
talk of the old regiment, it ie not diffl-* 
cult to discover why the 8econd Life 
Guards cheered him as they b*d never 
cheered another colonel when he said

iwrnuits. Lord Dundonald ia not a col¬ 
lector of battlefield trophies. His town 
home in Portman square displays no 
bririling array of barbaric weapons 
wrought by the owner from African 
campaigns. The few war relics that 
Inmi Dundonald treasures for their as¬ 
sociations or historical interest STe not 
for the eyes pf every visitor. He only 
twlngs them out when conversation with 
an old comrade or brother-soldier tnrna 
to such topics, and not often then, 
toven with such he apparently dislikes 
talking military “shop” in his own house, 
preferring for that purpose the open air 
•nd the appropriate accompaniment of 
brisk exercise. He has been known to go 
through the narrative of a whole cam¬ 
paign, recalling ita chief incidents with 
•vivid touches, in the course of a morn¬ 
ing’s walk round and round the Regent’s 
park. Action, where the busy hum of
